tion with a medallion by the celebrated 
Augsburg sculptor, Hans Dauher, with the 
sanction of the Mayor and the Municipal 
Council of Colmar. 

The reason why they disposed of it was 
that in the neighborhood 
celebrated Abbey. This Abbey formerly 
belonged to the Antonines, and was pur- 
chased a number of years ago by a wealthy 
German manufacturer, Mr. Spetz. He lived 
there and formed an exceedingly fine 
lection of sculpture, antique 
works of art.

the Abbey and its contents. The Munici- 
pal Town Council of Colmar realizing the 
importance of this Abbey with its contents 
felt morally obligated ‘to acquire it.

able to effect its purchase 


When they sold it in 1917 it was acquired

it was purchased by Henry Reinhardt and 
Son of N. Y. with another art firm. Mr.

been known only through an entry in the 
Stationer’s Register previous to the dis- 
covery of the Arburv Hall copy.

Four Painters at Daniel Galleries 


The present exhibitors at the Daniel Gal- 
leries, 2 W. 47 St., through Jan. 31, are all 
“stars,” well known to the art public by the 
high standard of their work, The difference 
in the view point of each artist makes the 
exhibition one of the most interesting of 
the season, since the excellent quality of 
their canvases combines in a harmony of 
equal strength and beauty. First to be con- 
sidered is Ernest Lawson, whose beautiful 
landscapes with their rare color, poetry and 
the knowledge they bespeak, ring with rich 
melody and strike a compelling chord even 
in this brilliant assemblage. His “Late 
Afternoon,” deep toned and vibrant, with 
fine gradations of green hued hills, a flow- 
ing blue stream and a lovely glimpse of 
sky, has a masterly quality that will stand 
with the best of American landscapes. 
“The Bridge,” also rich in color, like all 
of his work, is seen with the eyes of a 


Harry B. Lachman at Reinhardt’s 


After having received the stamp of ap- 
proval from French artists and critics, in 
Paris for. the crispness, vitality, fine light 
and color of his work, Harry B. Lachman 
has returned to America with a group of 
paintings, for recognition from his country- 
men. He displayed his collection in his na- 
tive Chicago, where several of the works 
were purchased. The Friends of American 
Art bought one for The Art Institute, and 
one of his Notre Dame subjects, which he 
donated to the Russian Refugee Fund, and 
was autioned by Arthur Meeker, fetched 
$3,750 and was also presented to the Insti- 
tute. Mary Garden paid $2,000 for another 
Notre Dame subject and Litto Raffo, the 
opera singer, attached a canvas of the same 
theme, which appears to be a favorite with 
the artist. Altogether a mighty welcome 
{o a young and unknown painter in a coun- 
try where art is still considered a “luxury.” 
His exhibition is now on at the Reinhardt 
Galleries, 565 Fifth Ave., through Jan. 26. 
The subjects were nearly all painted in 
and about Paris during furloughs from war '! 
duties and after the signing of the armistice. 
Many of them are interesting architectural 
descriptions of Paris houses and _ streets 
seen in brilliant sunlight, which the painter 
has a talent for expressing. Again he se- 
lects such designs as “The Cure’s Garden,” 
and fills it with sentiment and pathos. His 
landscapes redolent of sunlight, air and fine | 
color, describe a healthy, sane art and an 
honesty of purpose. “Farm-yard, (Tou-| 
raine)” is an interesting composition, sunny | 
and brilliant in color, “Saint Nicholas Du | 














true artist and “sings” its message of Na- 
ture’s joys in a high key. 
are his “Winter,” “Birch Woods,” and “In 
New Hampshire.” Maurice Prendergast, 
always the individualist, has four of his 
brilliant examples with moving figures and 
scintillating color schemes. “Summer,” is 
a typical work full of life and having a fine 
“pattern.” “Entrance to the Port,” “Au- 
tumn,” and “Idlers,” are also unusual in de- 
sign and execution. Robert Henri is repre- 
sented by four works, “Indian Girl,” Se- 
govia Girl,” “Hawaii and Navaho,” and yet 
another “Indian Girl,” painted with the 
force and directness typical of his brilli- 
ancy. William J. Glackens, who makes no 
attempt to conceal his admiration for Re- 
noir nor the influence of the great French- 
man upon his work, nevertheless holds a 
personal view point in the presentation of 
his subjects and when he selects such 
thoroughly American subjects as “Annis- 
quam Beach,” “Good Harbor Beach’ and 
“Rocky Neck,” with live figures, beautifully 
toned water and fine skies, the critic is com- 
pelled*to say, “At any rate he does it well.” 
“The Conservatory,” showing a mother and 
her boy seated on a divan against a back- 
ground of ferns and palms, is a well com- 
posed group interesting in design and color.

Mile. Germaine Tailleur, a young French 
woman and a pupil of the noted French 
woman flower painter, Mlle. Lemaire, who 
recently arrived here is showing 62 ex- 
amples of her work in the lighter medium 
at the Arlington Galleries, 274 Madison 
Ave., to Jan. 28. The artist comes laden 
with honors and makes her bow under the 
patronage of the French Consul in N. Y. 
M. Liebert, the Duchesse d’Uzes, Baronne 
d’Halewyn, Mme. Clemenceau-Jacquemaire 
and of Messrs. Mac Dougall rehin. 
Ernest Iselin and E. Peixotto of this city. 
She was awarded the medal of the Recon- 
naissance Francaise for her valorous war 
service, is the Secretary of the Societe des 
Artistes Francais of Paris, and has won 
medals at many art exhibitions in France. 
She purposes establishing a school of 
watercolor painting here, and her unusually 
fine technique, rich and harmonious color 
palette and broad vigorous handling of the 
medium, free of all tricks and devices to 
enhance effect, as shown in the display, 
prove her eminently fitted for such an 
undertaking. American painters in the 
lighter medium, no matter how good their 
reputation and how able’ their work, 
should study these pictures of Mlle. 
Tailleur, which they will find both instruc- 
tive and inspiring. 

As is perhaps natural, considering her 
training under Mile Lemaire, Mlle. Tail- 
leur’s best works are her flower and fruit 
pieces. These are faultless in drawing and 
truthful and beautiful in color, and, conse- 
quently, charming in effect. Perhaps the 
best are the “Anemones,” “Apricots and 
Raspberries,” “Pink and Red Carnations” 
and “Roses.” In her views of Paris streets 
and gardens, Mlle. Tailleur is especially 
happy—notably in the glimpses of the 
Luxembourg and Tuileries gardens, and the 
depictions of the Seine bridges. These are 
luminous, colorful and joyous. Excellent 
also are the vistas at Fontainbleau and of 
old towns and quaint streets and buildings 
in the Auvergne. The ten pictures painted 
on the American battle front are evidently 
faithful to the scenes depicted and have 
naturally especial interest for American art 
lovers. The artist is a true “Picture maker” 
and a most capable painter.

WALLACE BOOK SALE 


One of the most noted private libraries 
in the country, that of Mr. Walter T. 
Wallace of South Orange, N. J., will be sold 
at auction late in March by the American 
Art Association. 

“Mr. Wallace,” says the Association, “has 
been a conscientious and intelligent collec- 
tor for a quarter of a century and in his 
search for rarities has been consistently 
exacting in regard to collector’s prints and 
condition. He has assembled over 3,000 
volumes, a range beginning with the dawn 
of printing in England and coming down to 
the present. 

Among the early manuscripts, some of 
which are of great beauty, are a copy of 
the XVIII century Biblia Latina; a XV 
century Hymni Latina in a Clovis Eve bind- 
ing; a first edition from the first Bible, 
translated by Myles Coverdale, and once 
owned by the celebrated Lord Amherst;

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Two Clever Illustrators’ Show 


In bringing out two clever art contribu- 
ters to “Harper’s Bazaar” Romain de Tirtoff, 
known as “Erte,” a Russian, and Drian, of 
Paris, in a joint. exhibition at 556 Fifth 
Ave. Mrs. Albert Sterner explains in the 
foreword to the catalogue that the former 
artist, who is decidedly original in his con- 
ceptions and has a fine sense of color, 
started from Russia, where at 15 he had 
been supplying Russian magazines with il- 
lustrations, for Paris. There the decorative 
quality of his work, his good drawing and 
individuality, attracted the Bazaar, which se- 
cured his services and still has entire control 
of his work. The works on view display 
imagination expressed without apparent ef- 
fort. “The Flame and The Match,” “Body 
of Snow,” “Heart of Fire,” “Bridges for 
the Seven Seas,” “Flower Among Flowers” 
and “The Enchanted Garden” are some of 
the original designs he has executed with 
remarkable facility. 

Drian is better known as a fashion artist 
than as a pictorial composer, but the group 
of works he exposes prove him 
grounded in composition, drawing and ex- 
pression.

The artist knew the battle sector of 
France before the war, having spent six 
summers in sketching and canoeing in the 
Marne valley, during which he lived with 
the peasants and thoroughly studied the 
country. He had also exceptional oppor- 
tunities to see and sketch the war front, 
as he was in Europe at the war’s outbreak 
and an interested observer of both the 
British and French mobilizations, was with 
the French army in 1916, and participated, 
armed with a pass from Gen. Pershing, in 
the advances of the Americans along the 
Marne and Meuse.

With the war front etchings are 
shown some fifty impressions from small 
editions of the artist's work, now out of 
print, and which is a delight to see and 
study again. One is impressed by the 
originality and force of Mr. Hornby’s work 
—which stands out as so individual from 
the evident influences of Rembrandt and 
Lucas Van Leyden, and more especially 
from such later men as Bracquemond and 
Lepere.
